WILL FIGURES LIE? 


A comparison of the temperature 
during June, July and the first half 
of August this year, with that during 
the same 
present season has been much cooler, 
but still, when the fact that there were 
several days of unusually hot weather 
last year, is taken into consideration, 
it appears that there was not so much 
difference in the average temperature 
after all. There were very hot and 
very cold days both seasons, but this 
year the cooler weather has continued 
1or much longer periods. 

Last year the average temperature 
for June, July and the first 18 days of 
August was 83 degrees above zero, This 
year the average during the same pe- 
riod was 79 degrees. 

« The average for June in 1901 was 8}, 
and for June in 1902 was 77; for July, 


1901,.85 and for July, 1902 79; for Aug-° 


ust, 1901, 81, and for August, .902, 78. 
These figures are based on tempera- 
ture at Lawrence police station at noon. 
On-several days both last year and this 
it was hotter in the morning and again 
in the evening, than at noon, but usual- 
ly the maximum heat was at noon and 
for purposes of comparison the noon 
figures probably give, the ‘best results 


in determining the average temperature |

accepted by the selectmen. The worst 
one is in front of the house of, Mr. Law: 
son, and there would seem to _be—ne 


and build, on the street line, a face 
wall, This would ‘allow. of the con- 
struction of a proper sidewalk on grade 
with-the-raihway-and- makevwit possible 
for-a-much- more satisfactory junction 
of the new street with Elm street. 
The same trouble to a less extent is 
found in front of the Cummings’ place. 

One cannot view the ‘work as it is 
now shaped out without © feeling that 
the importance of this part of the town 
as_a_ residential section. was not fully 
appreciated when the franchise was 
granted. 
the railroad would have been built-in 
the centre of the street ‘instead of at 
the side, as far as Holt’s corner, and 
some of the town’s most beautiful trees 
would not have been touched. While 
few if any of them will be destroyed, 
there are several of them whose beauty 
will be: greatly marred by the trim- 
ming demanded by the -trolley wire. 

Mr. Farnum is doing some notable 
work in these two latest additions to the 
Merrimack-Valley street railway sys- 
tems, the Lawrence and Salem, and the 
Haverhill and Andover. The work on 
the road bed is probably the best that 
has ever been attempted in street rail- 
way construction in New England, and 
assures a good road for the owners and 
the public. The little things which 
will contribute to the satisfaction of the 
abuttors along the way cannot profi- 
tably be ignored, and we are confident 
they will wot be, when they are prop- 
erly presented for attention, 


The Smallpox Expenses. 


There is a universal feeling that the 
expenditure for the smallpox patients 
was very extravagant. There is also a 
very general demand that all of the 
charges shall be thoroughly ventilated 
at next Monday’s meeting. There are 
of course two sides to this, as there are 
to all questions. The “other side” in 
this case is the condition in which And- 
over found itself when thé disease 
broke out, and the fact that the town 
became dependent at once upon out- 
side aid to care for the afflicted. It 
may very properly be argued. that this 
does not excuse extravagances, but if it 
does not excuse them it does not in- 
duce them.) Added to this, the fact 
that the patients themselves were not 
slow in demanding everything that 
would contribute to their comfort, and 
the ease with which the big bill could 
be piled up will be! readily understood. 

The town should certainly have pro- 
vided everything to keep. the patients 
comfortable.;' If by chicanery or any 
kind of 
more than that has been charged to 
the town, there should be a rigorous 
inquiry into ‘it! The meeting next 
Monday must provide the money to 
pay the bills, but it is certainly a right 
of the citizens to be advised as tothe 
propriety of any questionable charges, 
and the responsibility. of incurring 
them... There is a great deal of criti- 
cism ‘that is undoubtedly neither fair 
nor well grounded, but it looks as if 
much more of, it is amply justified by 
somebody’s carelessness ‘and extrava- 
gance,

Andover Absentee Describes Graphically 
a Portion of His Native Heath. 


It was Ruskin who said that the scen- 
ery of the Scottish Highlands excelled 
anything he had ever seen, the Rhine 
not excepted. 

While there are probably. thousands 
who will differ with him it cannot be 
denied that there is probably no stretch 
of country which for rugged grandeur, 
and diversified scenery, appeals so 
strongly to the student of Scottish his- 
tory as that traversed by the High- 
land railway from °Perth to Iverness. 
Certainly no country has ever been im- 
mortalized in song and story as this has

country’s destiny as this. Every foot of 
ground, every wood and stream, every 
mountain and ‘glen: has its own history. 
Clansmen have met in morta! strife with 
clansmen, have battled with the hated 
Southrons in the vain attempt to pre- 
serve the dynasty of Bonnie Prince 
Charlie, and the blood of thousands of 
Scotland's bravest sons lias stained every 
inch of moor and heath. There is-not-a 
hill but has some cairn or cross erected 
to commemorate the valiant deeds. of 
these sturdy and patriotic men. When 
all these things have been considered it 
is small wonder that the late John Rus- 
kin should be enthusiastic in his ad- 
miration of the Scottish Highlands. 

The scenery of the Rockies and the 
Sierra Nevadas surpass in their stupen- 


lands to the uninformed traveler, but to 
the exiled Scot returned. to his native 
land, nothing can appeal as the pano- 
rama of mountain and: lake, wood and 
stream, moor and glen, It's atrue test 
of a man’s patriotism, for he who ut- 
terly forgets his native land must make 
a very poor citizen in his adopted 
country. Walter Scott sang in the Lay 
of the Last Minstrel: 

“Byreathes there a.gaan, with soul so dead, 
aye never to himecit hath said, 

This my own, my native land! : 
Whose heart hath ne'er within him burned, 
As_home his footsteps he hath-turned, 

From wandering on a foreign strand— 
tfsucir there breathe: go, Wark Nii Well; ~ 
For him no minstrel raptures swell; 

High though his titles, proud his name, 
Boundless his wealth as wish can claim, 
Despite those titles, power, and pelf, 

The- wretch, concentred alt in self,”

Leaving Montrose in~as finely ap- 
pointed..a-train- of saloon_and corridor 
carriages as a traveler could wish for, 
and which was-certaitly «revelation to 
the writer, Stanley. was. soon reached, at 
which point the Highland line begins. 
Five miles below is Scone Palace, fa- 
mous in Scottish history in the -time of 
Edward I of England. From the Abbey, 
“Longshanks” carried the famous cor- 
onation stone of the Kings of Scotland 
and placed it on a shelf underneath the 
coronation chair in Westminster abbey 
upon which King Edward VII of Britain 
will be crowned Saturday. Tradition 
says of the stone: 

“If Fate speak sooth, where’er this stone 
is found, 

The Scots shall monarchs of that realm be 
crowned, 

A prophecy which has indeed been 
fulfilled, though in a way very dif- 
ferent from that anticipated by Ed- 

. ward I; According to a time-hon- 
ored legend, the stone was the very 
one on which Jacob pillowed his 
head when he lay dreaming on the 
plains of Luz. It was then brought 
to Spain by the Scythians, whence it 
was carried to Ireland by Simon 
Brek, a son of King Milo. It is sup- 
posed to have been brought to Scot- 
land more than 300 years before 
Christ, and, passing from the realm. 
of legend into that of liistory, it was 
undoubtedly set up in Scone Abbey 
by King Kenneth in 850 A. D. 
Every English Sovereign since Ed- 
ward I, has been crowned in that 
chair, and woe betide the monarch 
who dares to break the rule! The 
superstition is .that it must never 
leave England, nor be set aside for 
another Coronation chair, or all 
sorts of ill luck will follow.” 

Midway between Scone and Stanley is 
Luncarty close to the River Tay, where 
a desperate and decisive battle was 
fought between the Scots and Danes in 
the reign of Kenneth III, The Scots 
were hard pressed and were rallied to 
victory by a peasant named Hay and his 
two-sons whose only weapons, it is said, 
were ploughshares. The country around 
here is thoroughly lowland in character, 
being ich in soil and well cultivated. 
Hillsides and valleys alike show how 
well the laborer has done his work, fields 
of potatoes and turnips, wheat and oats 
being laid out with mathematical ac- 
curacy. Truly they believe in doing a 
thing well if it is worth doing at all. 

Just as soon as the line diverges north- 
ward at Stanley the whole aspect 
changes, heather, with birch and pine 
woods, the habitat of the wild deer, be- 
coming dominating features in the scen- 
ery. Stanley House was closely associ- 
ated with the cause of Bonnie Prince 
Charlie during the ’45 rebellion. Here, 
too, is a fine example of an old Scottish 
castle, to which Sir, William Wallace re- 
sorted asa place of strength when hard 
pressed by King Edward I and _his 
English mercenaries. : 

A short run of seven miles and the 
gateway of the Highland is reached in 
Dunkeld. The railway skirts the classic 


fine circling, section of the Valley of the 
Tay, enclosed on either hand by wooded 
hills and rocky peaks. Dunkeld itself is 
one of the most picturesque towns in 
Scotland, Nestling among woods ani 
overhanging rocks with the Tay, which 
at this point attains a-width of 1-4 mile, 
flowing in a grace sweep at its feet, Dun- 
keld_ presents a picture of rare beauty. 
Its pure and soft air, its warm, sheltered 
position and its multitudinous walks 
and drives of endless variety make ita 
resort in great demand by tourists. It 
forms a most fitting entrance to the 
scenery beyond. 

Birnam, close at hand, is another 
beautiful summer ~resort. Its name at 
once recalls to the student of Shakes- 
peare, Birnam Wood, which is said to 
have played so yrominent epart in the 
overthrow of Macbeth and ‘his final de- 
struction by Macduff.

mile.to- westward is Logierait, where, in 


characteristic boldness soon made his es- 
cape. .A fine specimen of a Celtic cross 
of striking design erected on-a hill near 
by to the Sixth Duke of Atholl quickly 
attracts the attention.,.A mile anda 
half onward is the old Inn or stage house 
of Moulinearn, a place of historic interest 
and clearly seen ,from the train. The 


Inn—enjoyed—a—great—reputation for 


“Atholl brose,’” a mixture of oatmeal, 


honey-and-whiskey; which was sampled |” 


by the late Queen while journeying | 
through the Highlands. Meanwhile, the 
route is through well wooded and wn- 
dulating country, mountain peaks roll- 
ing backwards—like--thebillowy ocean: 
The Tummel leaves us at this point, but 
along the banks of the Garry and finally 
across. the river the train speeds until it 
énters the romantic and world-famed 
pass of Killiecrankie 

It is impossible to describe the beauty 
of the Pass and do it justice. The | 
Garry, tumbling over 4 rocky bed, cuts 
its way through this exquisitely wooded 
gorge to join the Tummel, which has 
just-been past, The hills rise-from the 
bed of the -river-with a very steep as- 
cent. Both banks are enveloped with 
waving birches\ and other trees, the 
western slope being topped from behind 
by a line of -bare rocks, while the oppo- 
site side, formed- by an outlying portion 
of lofty’ Ben Vrachie, towers heaven- 
ward into abrupt and unadorned naked- 
ness. From the viaduct which crosses 
the river a glorious view of the pass is 
obtainable, but to enjoy the grandeur of 
the pass one must really make the jour- 
ney on foot, which it was the writer’s 
good fortune to do several years ago. 

On the right just—beyond is the battle- 
field of Killiecrankie, where in 1689, the 
gallant Claverhouse with 1800 High- 
landers and 800 Irish utterly routed 
General Mackay and 4000 -Englishmen, 
The latter were caught in the pass and 
before they could extricate themselves 
the Highlanders were upon them and 
slaughtered them like sheep, their broad- 
swords contributing largely to the vic- 
tory. In the hour of triumph, however, 
“Bonnie Dundee” was killed and _ his 
death led to all sorts of conflicting ru- 
mors, by-the superstitious. . By his death 
Scotland was lost to the cause of King 
James. - 

Aytoun has immortalized Claverhouse 
in his Lays of Scottish Cavaliers. In 
the “Burial March of Dundee’”’ he gives 
a spirited account of the battle: 

“On the @¢ Killiecrankie 
Yester-morn our army lay: 

Slowly rose the mist in columns 
From the river’s broken way ; 
Hoarsely roared the swollen torrent, 
And the Pass was wrapt in gloom, 


When the clansmen rose together 
From the lair amidst the broom. 


Then we belted on our tartans, 
And our bonnets down we drew, 
And we felt our-broadswords* edges, 
And we proved them to be true ; 
And we prayed the prayer of soldiers, 
And we cried the f° hering cry, 
And we clasped the hands of kinsmen, 
And we swore to do or die—" 
* » * « * 

“But he raised his hand for silence— 
‘Soldiers! Lhave sworn a vow * * * 
By the blighted hopes of Scotland, -, 
By your injuries and mine ** # . 
Strike, and when the fight is over, 

If ye look in vain for me, 

Where the déad are lying thickest, 
_ Search for him that was Dundee!’ 


Loudly then the hills re-echoed 

With our answer to his call, 

But a deeper echo sounded 

In the bosoms of us all* * * 

Down we crouched amid the braken

His death is most feelingly alluded to in 
the stanzas following:

There we found Lim, gashed and gory, 
Stretched upon the eumbered plain, 
As he told us where to seek him, 
In the thickest of the slain.” 
Dundee was carried to Blair Athol and 
interred inthe burial vault of the 
church of Old Blair.

Reluctantly leaving this romantic.spot, 
the scenery still continues as entrancing 
as ever. The Garry with its ever- 
changing waters rushes madly along over 
rugged rocks and rocky bed. Near Blair 
Athol the ‘Tilt, which joins its waters 
with the Garry, is crossed, a magnificent 
view of Gien Tilt is obtained, while as a 
fitting background, Ben-y-Glae rears its 
head to a height of almost 4000 feet. 
Along the Tilt and its tributaries some 
beautiful cascades.are:visible;-the. water. 
fumbling: -hir-eseries OF fais Tir vn. 
stance from a_height of 70 feet to a 
rocky, roaring abyss below. 

Hitherto the scenery has been. of the 
most varied description but on leaving 
Blair Athol the pleasing combination of 
fertile valleys, of river, lake and wood- 
lands is left behind, and the «wild and 
rugged solitude of the bleak Grampians 
entered upon. Yet there is a peculiar 
charm around this stretch of country 
whose mountains are bare of trees and 
clothed only with the purple heather. 
Down Glen. Errochie. Schiehallion: rears 
its noble “head. A few miles. further 
along, and the Garry,“ which has fur- 
nished such glorious scenery, suddenly 
turns from the railroad. Down in the 
‘hollow of mountains like a huge mirror 
rest the calm.and placid waters of Loch 
Garry,-the river’s source at an altitude 
of 2330 feet. The train has been gradu-

These forests of birches are simply su- 
perb_and...nowhere--ean-their equal be 
found, On,.6n through the woods of the 
Duke of Gordon. 
cliffs of Craigellachie, the watch-hill of 
Clan Grant (from whom our own General 
was descended)-whose-slogan- or-warery 
was “Stand fast Craigellachie.’’ Look- 
ing ahead it seems as.though the-train 
would dash into the mountains towering 
above but with a graceful sweep it glides 
through more of the birch-clad scenery. 
The changes are startling and grand. 
Now comes the bleakest part of the jour- 


Long and deep cuttings, some of which 
took three years to excavate, shut off 
the view, The scenery as the train en- 
ters the gorge is wild and desolate. The 
“Slochda” up to the 18th century was a 
notorious nest of robbersand den of ban- 
ditti, but the advent of steam has re- 
moved any chance of holdups. Emerg- 
ing slowly from the pass the train 
reaches high open ground, from Which a 
wide view of mountain country is ob- 
tained. Ben MacDhui again comes into 
view and the whole range of the Cairn- 
zooms is seen. Over bridges, through 
deep cuttings, along the side of the pre- 
cipitous hills of granite the train speeds 
and Moy Hall,the seat of The Mackintosh, 
is reached. The whole country abounds 
in historic iuterest. The house is filled 
with relics of many a hard fought fight. 
Here, 100, is Viscount Dundee’s sword 
used at Killiecrankie. It is impossible 
to put foot down anywhere without step- 
ping on something with a history. Near 


; at hand is the beautiful Loch Moy, with 


the old castle on the island, built in 1337. 
It’s a magnificent place, this homestead 
of The Machintosh. 


Between Moy and Daviot the train 
passes over innumerable bridges, the 
mountain—torrents gushing down with 
headlong speed, disappearing among the 
rocks and appearing again on the other 
side of theYailway. Beyond Daviot the 
scenery is grand. Indeed it is doubtful 
if it is excelled by any along the whole 
route. The train rounds the shoulder of 
the mountain and descends. into the 
Nairn valley, a pamorama of mountain 
scenery burSting into view. The winding 
shore of the Moray and Beauly Firth are 
direetly below, with the beautiful patch- 
work of cultivated fields and woodland 
skirting them. Over them rises the 
mountains of Ross-shire with Ben” Wy- 
vis, @ central watch tower among his 
lesser neighbors. Out on the left opens 
up the. great glen of Scotland, termina; 
ting in the west by the great dome 
shaped mount&tr~of—Mealfourvon wie. 
Crossing the Nairn valley by a magnifi- 
cent viaduct, the largest and loftiest
